LONDON, Oct. 22.—Something very seri- 


ious is brewing at the English foreign 
office. Some nation is to brought to 
terms and that very shortly. The Right 
Honorable George J. Goschen, first lord 
of the admiralty, the Duke of Devonshire, 
president of the council, and Bight Hon- 
orable Arthur J. Balfour, first lord of the 
treasury, have been summoned by Prime 
Minister Salisbury to a conference in Lon- 
don. 


Reliable foreign office opinion is, how- 


ever, that it is "cot the Turkish govern- 
ment but that ot China which is urgently 
engaging the attention of the ministers. 
Viceroy Chan Ching Tung undaunted by 
the demonstration made lately by the 
British fleet on the Min and the Yang 
Tse Kiang rivers, has curtly refused to be 
used as a medium to convey to Fekin the 
British demands for a fuller inquiry into 
the Kucheng massacre and reparation 
therefor. 


It is not believed that Great Britain will 


remain content with the action she has 
already taken. It is generally expected 
that another ultimatum will be sent si- 
multaneously to Ching Chin Tung and the 
government at Pekin within the next 
few days. It is believed that the ultima- 
tum will demand the summary degrada- 
tion of Ching Chin Tang. If the Fekin 
government hesitates in conceding to 
British demands, startling reprisals will 
be made in the regions accessible to the 
English squadron. 


As Chany Chin Tung is next to Li Hung 


Chang the most potent man in China, it 
ia feared that Tsung Si Yamen will try to 
evade England's demands. 
Then there 


will be trouble for China. England is out. 
pf patience and is Irritable in the matter.

A Large Representative Meet- 


Ing Votes to Buy the Re- 


modelled Building. 


NO VOTE BY BALLOT ASKED. 


Canton T. Phelps Chosen Moderator by 


Ballot. The Meeting Two-Thirds In 


Favor ol Purchace. Road Com- 


missioners Get Another 


Thousand Dollars. 


The special town meeting to decide as 


to the purchasing of the property of A. 
C. Hougbton at the corner of Morris and 
Summer streets for the purposes ot a city 
hall met at Odd Fellows' hall this after- 
noon. 


The hall was filled with voters evidently 


looking for a diversion of opinion. But 
there was but one opinion in as represen- 
tative a town meeting as was ever held in 
North Adams. Not even a vote by ballot 
was asked for. It wss a clear case of com- 
mon sense with common sense people. The 
fitness of the building and the financial 
advantages made the vote a foregone con- 
clusion, and the recommendation of the 
finance committee was adopted by a voice 
vote that could be easily calculated at 
two to one. There was practically no op- 
position. 


Those opposed to the purchase were 


soisier in voting than those lor it, and an 
estimate made by a conservative man was 
that there was not one in five in the hall 
that did not favor the purchase. 


The meeting was opened by the reading 


of the warrant, after which M. E. Couch 
moved that the moderator be chosen by 
ballot the check list to be used which 
was carried. A motion that the box be 
turned was voted down loudly and ballot- 
ing proceeded. 
A few seconds later the 


box was turned and it was found there 
were 10 ballots cast for Carlton T. Phelps. 


Mr. Phelps then read the second article 


of the warrant pertaining to the purchase 
of the building and explained this was the 
first business for the meeting. 


The first thing was to hear from the fi- 


nance committee and E. S, Wilkinson 
rose to report. 
"T. 3. Crowley rose to a point of order 
against this and was himself ruled out of 
order. Mr. Wilkinson proceeded and read 
the report that has been printed in all the 
papers, giving the committee's opinion 
on the advisability of purchasing the prop- 
erty and recommending the purchase. 


M. E. Couch moved the acceptance and 


adoption ot the report of the finance com- 
mittee. The motion being put the chair 
was in doubt and another vote gave it to 
the "yeas." 


Then article three came before the 


meeting. It provided for allowing $1,000 
for 
the 
repair of roads from the 


special 
appropriation 
for 
winter 


roads. 
It 
was 
then 
discovered 


that the adoption of the report car- 
ried that and Mr. Couch withdrew his 
motion for the allowing of the money. 


E. S. Wilkinson then moved for the 


purchase of the building as stated in the 
warrant. A. J. Witherell asked for in- 
formation on the matter of gold being 
given in payment, saying gold often is 
worth a great premium. 


Mr. Wilkinson explained the payment 


was to be made in gold or its equivalent 
and then the motion on the question of 
purchase was put. The result was a loud 
chorus of "ayes" and very lew "no's. 
The moderator declared the vote to be a 
two-thirds one for the purchase. 


The meeting was then dissolved and the 


larger part of it seemed very content.

HOTT to Use a Toothbrush. 


Don't nso a stiff brush. Hard, wiry 


bristles mako the gums sore and cause 
them to recede. A small brush, with a 
smooth back, slightly coucaved handle 
and medium bristles of uneven lengths, 
is the best for cleaning purposes. As 
a matter of fact, too much importance ia 
attached to the value of the toothbrush. 
Tho main thing is to dislodge the small 
particles of food from the teeth. For 
this purpose .two things are indispensa- 
ble—a thread and toothpick. That done, 
rinsing the mouth, is all that,is needed. 
Dental floss is a flat thiead easier to 
pass between the teeth than twist and 
less liable to cut the gnms. Wood or 
straw toothpicks only are used. 


How to !|tain a Floor. 


Take one third turpentine and two- 


thirds boiled liiiseed oil, with a little 
Japanese dryer added. Buy a can of 
burned sienna and blend it thoroughly 
•with this mixture. This gives a rich 
reddish brown. Mix the paint quite 
thin, so that it will run readily. Lay it 
on with a good sized brush, stroking the 
brush the way of the grain of the wood. 
Put on several coats, allowing each one 
to become perfectly dry. Lastly, give 
the floor a good coat of varuish, am! 
•when thoroughly dry it will be found as 
satisfactory as a stained floor can be and 
easily kept clean.

Tho annual inspection of the fire de- 


partment was had yesterday afternoon 
and passed off with much entertainment 
to the public and great credit to the fire- 
men. 
The inspection began with a 


parade. 
The line of march was from 


State street to Summer, Churoh, Main, 
Marshall, Centre, Eagle, Union, counter 
march to North Church, Church, Quincy, 
Morris, Bank and to Main street, where 
the exhibitions were given and the de- 
partment was inspected. The formation 
of the line was:

Coffee brigade. 


Hook and Ladder company. 


Each company had its cart and the 


Hook and Ladder company had its outfit 
drawn by horses. The coffee cart re- 
minded tbe public of the thoughtfulness 
of the Woman's Christian Temperance 
union. No. 1 company wore the regula- 
tion blue. No. 2 were striking in red. No. 
3 company looked fine in white. The 
Hook and Ladder company wore the red 
shirt, too, but had the distinguishing 
mark of black trimmings. 
The men 


marched neatly and looked well as was 
afterwards fully attended to. 


After the march the men drew up in 


line on Main street and were inspected by 
the prudential committee. No fault was 
found and lots of praise came later. After 
the inspection Chief Byars ordered ranks 
broken for the exhibition. 


The "Dry" Unco. 


The first event was a "dry" race from 


the corner of Eagle street to the top of 
the bank block. Preparations for it were 
made rapidly. The sixty-foot extension 
ladder was soon reared up against the 
block and Edward Fish sent to the top to 
see the ladder remained secure during the 
tests, for these races were but tests for the 
ladder, gotten up for that purpose. 


Hose Company No. 1 ran first. David 


Jendron was the pipeman and Charles 
Colomy his assistant. The conditions of 
the racing were that the run be made 
from the starting point to the ladder^ the 
hose unreeled and coupled and the "pipe" 
gotten to the top of the building. Com- 
pany 1 could have made much better 
time than it did had not Chief Byars 
warned them against too rapid work on 
the ladder, fearing an accident if the 
ladder should not stand the strain. It 
made the race, however, in 2.05 3-4. A. M. 
Tinker, who is an old fireman himself, 
acted as timer for the races. 


Company No. 2 made better time than 


No. 1 largely because no restraint was put 
on them. Their men no doubt ran fast 
and Pipeman Harris made good speed up 
the ladder. 
His assistant was Gilbert 


Gregory. No. 2 was timed at 1.461-4. 


Company 3 made the best time. 
They 


placed the greatest number of men on 
the ladder, having at least half a dozen 
on it assisting the pipemen to carry up 
up the hose. No. 2 had less men and No. 
1 the least of any. Pipeman Napoleon 
Jendron got his pipe to the top of the lad- 
der in one minute and twenty-five seconds 
after the starting bell was sounded. 


life SnviiiK Apparatus. 


The Hook and Ladder company was 


then permitted to give a little exhibition. 
A report that like that of a rifle rang out 
and a line flew to the top of the bank 
block. The shot was fired by Foreman 
Windover. In a few seconds the life sav- 
chute was up to a third story window, 
fastened and young men sliding down it 
as if they were flying from flames. Harry 
Browne was the first to slide down. Scores 
of boys wanted the opportunity. 
The 


apparatus is a strange thing and is prin- 
cipally for saving people from roofs or 
high windows. The rape is shot up to 
the people who are to be rescued and they 
draw up the chute, which is merely a 
stretch of canvass held in trough like 
shape by ropes and wooden bars so that 
people can slide down. The wooden bars 
form a ladder and a fireman went up that 
ladder to show its use. 
For this race Company 1 was stationed on 
State street, Company 2 on Holden street 
and Company 3 on Eagle street, at points 
as near equally distant from Main street 
hydrants near bank block as possible. 
The race had to be run from these points 
to the Main street hydrants; each com- 
pany had to connect with a hydrant and 
get two streams of water flowing. Arthur 
M. Tinker was chosen to keep time and 
John Morrissey, Charles McCauley and 
John Martin of the THANBCBIPT were re- 
quested to go with Mr. Tinker to the roof 
of the Adams bank block and each keep 
watch of a company and when the com- 
pany had two streams running to shout 
"time." The race was a splendid one. 
The men rushed around the several cor- 
ners madly and unreeled hose at light- 
ning speed. In incredible time six streams 
were playing. Company 2 had two streams 
going first and at just one minute, fifteen 
and one-half seconds from the starting 
bell rang. The men appointed to watch 
the races from the root reported to the 
chief engineer and at a meeting of the 
board of engineers the prizes will be 
awarded. It will be hard for the engin- 
eers to decide which company is the 
speediest. 
While company 2 had two 


streams running before the others had 
other streams were going before it had 
water on.

It was the sense of 
the caucus that the delegates voted for 
the nomination of a Democrat and not a 
Republican nominee. 


An attempt was made to have the cau- 


cus adopt a senseless and rabid resolution 
condemning tbe purchase of the proposed 
city hall building. The motion to accept 
the resolutions was made by C, H. Felton, 
one of the Evening Herald editors. Tbe 
chairman read the resolutions. A. W. 
Chippendale moved an amendment to 
Mr. Felton's motion to the effect that a 
citizen's meeting might be held after the 
caucus and the resolutions adopted. Mr. 
Chippendale's sensible amendment was 
voted which showed the caucus had good 
sense enough to keep itself free from such 
purposeful schemes and mind its own bus- 
iness. The citizen's meeting did not oc- 
cur as far as could be learned unless on 
some curbstone. The caucus was orderly 
and business was dispatched with care 
and regularity. J. T. Larkin was vepy 
emphatic 'in his denunciation 
of the 


scheme to impose upon the caucus and 
he evidently expressed the opinion of his 
fellow Democrats.

WHERE IS SPAULDING 


Mysterious Disappearance of a 


Well Known North Adams 


Business Man. 


HE IS FINANCIALLY EMBARASSED. 


Manager of the North Adams Paint and 


Wall Paper Company Goes Into Sud- 


den Retirement. Pails to Pay 


His Workmen. 


A few weeks ago there were rumors 


that George H. Spaulding, manager of 
the North Adams Paint and Wall Paper 
company, had disappeared and there was 
more or less talk of his "skipping the 
town," etc., but while It was evident that 
not everything connected with the busi- 
ness was as it should be, there was noth- 
ing very definite to be learned regarding 
the matter. 


The store, which is In Collins' block on 


State street, was opened September 1, 
1894, 
under the management of Mr. 


Spaulding, who came here from Florence. 
Paints, wall paper, oils, varnishes, etc., 
were sold, and were also put on by the 
company. On the first of last July E. B. 
Hamlett made a contract with the com- 
pany to act as its foreman here for one 
year, he to receive a salary and percent- 
age of tbe profits. Later the company 
took a contract of Eastern, Rising 
& 
Worden 
of 
Hoosick 
Falls, 
N.

of

Hills sanitarium, to paint that building 
outside and in, and Mr. Hamlett took 
charge of the work. 
Mr. Hamlett says 


the contract was taken at too low a 
figure, but that, of course, was the com. 
pany's business, or Mr. Ppaulding's, for 
Mr. Hamlett says he was never able to 
learn who constituted the company and 
that Mr. Spaulding once told him there 
was none. 


The work was going along all right, but 


Saturday night, September 14, Mr. Spaul- 
ding failed to pay the help. He promised 
to pay them Monday, but when Monday 
came he asked them to wait till Wednes- 
day, when he put them off till the follow- 
ing Saturday, and even then he did not 
pay. Mr. Hamlett says Mr. Spaulding 
bos not paid tbe help since nor met any 
of them except himself. He kept out of 
sight and was supposed to be out of town 
most of the time. The men kept at work, 
but naturally grew uneasy. Mr. Hamlett 
pacified them as well as he could and 
staved them off on the question of pay 
until they began to think there was col- 
lusion between him and Mr. Spaulding. 
Easton,Rising & Worden finally took coun- 
sel and learned there was no risk in their 
paying the men, and l&st Monday they 
paid them all wages due up to September 
28. 


Meantime Mr. Spaulding kept In the 


dark and on tbe first of October the stock 
of goods was attached in favor of various 
creditors, among whom arc the National 
L.ead company of New York, the Flood * 
Conkling Varnish company of Newark, 
N. J., and the National Wall Paper com- 
pany of New York. It is said the claims 
of these companies aggregate about $2000. 


Mr. Hamlett saw Mr. Spaulding in town 


last Saturday, when the latter gave him 
an order on Easton, Rising & Worden for 
pay for the men and said he would be on 
hand this week to attend to the business. 
Mr. Hamlett has not seen him since, and 
it will be four weeks tonight since the 
other employes have seen him. 


Mr. Hamlett says that some time ago 


Mr. Spaulding told him he should be out 
of town for three weeks, but that ten days 
later it was learned that he was at home 
and Mr. Hamlett went and saw him. 
When he was out of town he would tele- 
phone or telegraph Mr. Hamlett concern- 
ing the business, telling to let the work- 
men draw no money. The men stood this 
as long as they could and then got their 
pay from Easton, Rising & Worden. 


There seems to be a sort of mystery 


connected with the case. It is evident 
that Mr. Spaulding is financially embar 
rassed, but why he should hide himself in 
this manner instead of facing the music 
Mr. Hamlett is unable to explain. His 
course has put Mr. Hamlett in a very un- 
comfortable position and he has given 
notice that he shall quit work tonight, as 
he does not feel warranted in going on in 
this bap-hazard way any longer. 


Mr. Spaulding owns a bouse on Hall 


street and his family is here, but he him- 
self is not now in town, Mr. Haml«tt 
says. 
Mr. Spaulding has retained a lawyer, it 


is said, and several others have been re- 
tained by creditors. What the outcome 
ft ill be remains to be seen, but Mr. Ham- 
lett thinks the prospects are good for the 
stock to be closed out at sheriff's sale. Mr. 
Hamlett says that from nine to twelve 
men were employed and that apparently 
a good business was done. He is wholly 
unable to account for Mr. Spauiding's 
strange course, which, has been a source 
of great annoyance to himself aa, well as 
inconvenience and trouble for the work- 
men.

WOMAN'S VOTING IN MASSACHUSETTS. 


There is one very important judgment 


asked at the polls in Massachusetts this 
foil. It is judgment as to whether women 
should be allowed to vote at municipal 
elections. The general court has asked 
for this opinion, presumably to be guided 
by the result. 


Do the people of this state realize the 


importance of woman's right to vote at 
municipal elections ? Have they thought 
of its effects on license or no license ? The 
saloon men have, and the liquor power of 
the state is arrayed against t lie possibility 
of woman's voting. This fall women, for 
the first time, are authorized to vote in 
Massachusetts (State elections. 
Not for 


state officers, nor for any legil or political 
change in their relations, but as an ex- 
pression of opinion upon the simple ques- 
tion : "Is it expedient to e.ctend munici- 
pal suffrage to women?" 


The law is as follows: 
SECTION 1. All persons qualified to 
vote for school committee snail, at the 
next state election, have an opportunity 
to express their opinion by voting yes or 
no in answer to the follow ing question: 
Is it expedient that municipal suffrage be 
granted to women ? 


SEC. 
2. Equal opportunity shall be 
given to men and women to register prior 
to said election. 


No payment of a poll tax or of any 


other tax whatever is required. All wom- 
en have to do is to go before the registrars 
of their town or city and ask to be regis- 
tered. If they can read and write, have 
resided twelve months in the state and 
eix months in the town or oity, are twen- 
ty-one years of age and are native or nat- 
uralized citizens of this country they have 
a right to be registered voters. Every 
woman born abroad, who has married a 
native 'or naturalized citizen, is thereby 
herself a citizen and can register and 
vote on the same terms as if native 
born. 


The first meeting for the registration of 


\oters will be held at the city hall Octo- 
ber 15. 


Charles W. Fuller, the chief of police 


of North Adams, who will probably be 
the Republican candidate for county 
sheriff this fall, was born in Great Bar- 
rington in June, 1858, and was, from good 
old New England stock. At the age of 
five years his parents removed to Pitts- 
field. 
Having been born in Southern 


Berkshire, lived for the gi eater part of 
bis life in Pittsfield, and been chief of 
North Adams' police force since 1897, he 
"nas pretty thoroughly "covered" Berk- 
jhire county, and therefon the people of 
the entire county have, or should have, an 
interest in him. He is in every way 
worthy of a renomination and deserving 
of it. Within a week or two ex-Sheriff 
Wellington of Pittsfielo. has come for- 
ward as a candidate, but ii'he has much 
of a following it is not apparent. One 
thing in connection with t he mention of 
his name is the fact that Democrats are 
urging it, evidently with ttie intention oi 
creating a split in the party so far as the 
sheriff is concerned, if possible.—Berk- 
shire Courier. 


The women of Pittsfield mean to vote 


this fall „ and are setting an example for 
the women of Berkshire county. The 
Eagle says: "Quite a little flutter was 
caused at the meeting of the board o' 
registrars Wednesday afternoon, whe_ 
the door opened and nearly two score ol 
women nocked into the room and ex- 
pressed their desire to register so that 
they may vote on the question of wornar 
suffrage the coining election. The W. C 
T. U. htld a meeting at the Methodist 
church at 2 o'clock, and 1 he ladies went 
from this meeting to the city hall to be 
registered. They were nil members ol 
the Union, and thirty-five of them had 
their names placed upon the lists. One 
woman was born in a ioreign country, 
and whose husband bus never been 
naturalized, could not be registered under 
the law." 


It is a pretty cheap kind of sophistry 


—this plea of the Massachusetts Demo- 
cratic politicians that the failure to men- 
tion tne old soldiers by name in the 
Hepubhcan platform is an affront to the 
jeterans of this commonwealth. There 
had to be end somewhere to the platform, 
and this is a matter wiere deeds speab 
'ouder than words.—Boston Journal.

field will not make an appropriation for 
the cost of same."

When 
election day conies, southern Berkshire 
will be found in solid array ior Fuller, and 
will help to pile up the vote which is to 
Dlace him in the office of high sheriff.— 
fittsiield Eagle.

TRAVELLER'S GUIDE. 


Ho^v to Treat a Sprain. 


The very first item in (lie treatment 


of a bprain is perfect rest of the limb 
until a surgeon cau bo btmimoued. Ee- 
clnce the swelling by applications of 
hot fomentations, us hot as can ba en- 
dured. Change as often as once in three 
hours. It n piece of rubber cloth be not 
at hand, use common newspaper. Wind 
it ou carefully outside the hot cloth. 
This -will prevent the escape of the 
titemn and keep the cloth from cooling. 
A good way to prevent the hands from 
being scalded is to place the hot, drip- 
ping flannel in a towel; then, taking hold 
of each end of the towel, wring it nutil 
the flannel is dry enough to apply. 
Avoid violent movements of the joint for 
some weeks after the injury. If the 
joint become stiff, move it gently each 
day; also rub gently with some stimu- 
lating lotion, snch as ammonia lini- 
ment 
In some cases serious disease of 


the bone may follow. This is the result 
of the original accident and cannot be 
averted by treatment. In any case, how- 
ever slight, it pays to keep perfectly 
still until the injury is repaired. ^. ,.,

While there is no law to pre- 
vent American citr/"ns from speaking thoir 
sentiments on any subject, singly or together, 
taking such action as mentioned in your letter 
would, in iny judgment, be discourteous in the 
highest degree to si friendly power and tend to 
embarrass and obstruct the government in 
carrying out its determination faithfully to 
execute the laws and fulfill its treaty ohliga- 
tions. 


A Rumor IMssectcd. 


A dispatch from Madrid says that it is 


stated there upon good authority that the 
United States government has pointed 
out to the Spanish minister at Washing- 
ton the necessity thut Spain should take 
prompt action to crush out tho rebellion in 
Cuba. 
This statement created a sensa- 


tion in Madrid political circles. 


It is learned hero that Minister de Lomo 


had a short interview with Secretary 
Olucy Thursday, and in the course of their 
conversation something might have been 
said by the minister, perhaps in answer to 
the secretary's inquiry, in the nature of a 
statement that operations in Cuba would 
be conducted with greater vigor hereafter. 
As the. president must certainly make 
some reference to the insurrection in his 
annual message to congress when it meets 
in December, it would be but natural that 
Secretary Olnoy, upon whom he must rely 
lor his information, should take steps to 
gather data upon which to base a judg- 
ment of probable future events. 


It may be sec down as beyond belief that 


Secretary Olney has made any statement 
to the Spanish minister in the nature of a 
threat to intervene between the combat- 
ants in Cuba at this stage, for this would 
amount to a reversal of the policy of this 
government in such matters. 


While it is true that President Grant 


did—as indicated in his messages to con- 
gress—entertain a belief that intervention 
in the then progressing rebellion in Cuba 
would be justifiable, it is also true that 
this view never was acceptable to Secre- 
tary Fish, and it has not secured the ad- 
herence of international lawyers. 
The 


whole weight of authority is decidedly ad- 
verse to the assertion by a neutral nation 
of a right to say when war between two 
combatants had progressed to a point 
where !t must bo stopped. 


The question is also separate from that 


ol the recognition of the belligerency of 
the insurgents, which, according to our pol- 
icy and practice, must bo determined se- 
verely by the facts in each case. It is 
pointed out here also that the circum- 
stances at present are different from those 
surrounding the last Cuban rebellion, 
when President Grant took his stand, in 
that that rebellion dragged along for 
nearly 10 years, while the present insur- 
rection has been in progress less than a. 
year, or not nearly as long as our own re- 
bellion. 


Sackville's Error. 


LONDON, Oct. 12.—The Chronicle says 


this morning on the subject of the pamphlet 
history o£ his diplomatic experience in 
the United States, issued by Lord Sack- 
ville: The feeling existing with reference 
to the appearance of the Sackvillc pamphlet 
is one of unqualified regret. This finds 
Its strongest expression, perhaps, in diplo- 
matic circle^. 


Worse Than First Reported. 


COLOGNE, Oct. 12.—Fourteen dead bodies 


were buried in the debris and rums of 
the spinning laotory at Bocholt, West- 
phalia, which collapsed and burled 40 
worked in the ruins. The first report of 
the disaster placed the number of killed 
at 10. 


Bogota In Hard Luck. 


COLON, Oct. 12.—Advices from Bogota 


stale that a shock of earthquake on Sept.

Supreme Court Will Be Called Upon to Seltlo 


Some Fine Points. 


FOXCROFT, Me., Oct. 12.—Although the 


»ttorneys for the town of Foierofc have 
nnnourjccd that tho most of tile Judge 
Hale defalcation, the sura total of whose 
rascalities amount to something like $180,- 
000, would not fall on the town, yet many 
creditors who have consulted counsel be- 
lieve that the matter is not, after all, to 
be settled so easily us regards Foicrol't. 


Of course, the suits will not go into the 


lower courts, but will be deliberated by 
the full bench, and lawyers say that for 
fine distinctions the Hale case will eclipse 
any legal controversy that lias arisen tpr 
years in M;vine. It is expected, too, that ! 
it will establish important, precedents in' j 
regard to tho limitations of the actions of 
town treasurers. 


The plaintiffs will claim in the pica that 


they loaned mouey to a man who, year by 
year, was authorized to "hire money for 
town purposes tind uses." 
They were 


therefore led to believe by the town that 
this money could be 


Safely Intrusted to Treasurer Hal«. 


If he was not using it for town purposes, 


gay the plaintiffs, it was the duty of the 
town, not the lenders, to probo his actions 
and expose the nature of the man; that a 
money lender was in no position to fol- 
low his cash through the various chan- 
nels it took after reaching Hale, or to 
prove what, went for legitimate town uses 
and what not. 


The notes of 1894, having been issued 


according to vote of the town and by 
order of tho selectmen, are not disputed. 


Tile town of Foxcroft's 5 per cent debt 


limit amounts to about $25,UOO, and hence 
tho claim is made that the town cannot 
be liable for more under the state law, but 
examination of the treasurer's books has 
shown that the debt limit 


Hnd Already Been Exceeded 


in 1ST8, when the statute in question was 
enacted. 


Therefore, It is claimed that, as the pres- 


ent debt is simply an accretion of a legiti- 
mate debt (so far as state laws are con- 
cerned), the debt limit enactment does not 
affect it. 


The plaintiffs will also assert that Hale, 


for the last scene of years, borrowed right 
and left, not to enrich himself, but to pay 
interest. 
The town, on the contrary, 


stoutly denies that Hale could bo acting as 
its agent in carrying on such amazing 
financial deals without the knowledge of 
the town officers. 


It will be a year or two, probably, before 


the supreme .court will express itself in re- 
gard to the case. 


Steamer's Close Call. 


BOSTOX, Oct. 12. — The Wilson line 


steamer Colorado, from Hull, Sept. 27, 
came Into port yesterday, after a very tem- 
pestuous passage.' On the 7th, while cross- 
Ing the Grand Banks, a heavy southwest- 
erly gale, accompanied with a thick, im- 
penetrable fog, was encountered.
